States may gain pawer over 
emissions standards

WASHINGTON - President Barack Obama 
is poised to let California and other states set 
their own auto emission standards in their drive 
to slash greenhouse gases, an official familiar 
with the decision said Sunday. 

The move is significant on two fronts: It could 
empower states to set tougher standards in 
targeting emissions, which are blamed for 
contributing to global climate change; and 
it would be another swift reversal by Obama 
of Bush administration policy, this time on 
energy. 

Plunging into his first full week at president, 
Obama is expected to reveal the auto-emissions 
policy Monday morning in the East Room of 
the White House. 

The official familiar with the details spoke on 
condition of anonymity because the plan had 
not yet been announced. 

Obama is also expected to direct the 
Transportation Department to get moving on 
rules for automakers to improve fuel economy. 
A 2007 law requires that by 2020 new cars and 
trucks meet 35 miles per gallon, a 40 percent 
increase over current standards. The Bush 


administration ended its tenure before putting 
the new fuel-economy rules in place. 

On tailpipe emissions from cars and trucks, 
California and at least 13 other states have 
sought permission to enact tough standards by 
getting waivers under the Clean Air Act. 

The Bush administration’s Environmental 
Protection Agency denied that permission, 
arguing it was more effective to have a national 
strategy in curbing greenhouse gases. California 
Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger has lobbied 
Obama to step in and reverse the decision. 

As a candidate for president, Obama pledged 
to overturn the EPA’s denial of a waiver to 
California — a denial that affects several other 
states that have followed California’s lead in 
emissions standards. 

On Monday, Obama will order the EPA to 
reconsider the California decision, a process 
that could take time but is expected to end up 
in the states’ favor. 

The New York Times first reported Obama’s 
planned moves on its Web site Sunday night. 
The president on Monday is also expected to 
tout proposals that he says would boost clean 
energy supplies while also producing badly 
needed jobs in so-called “green” industries.□

Federal prosecutors also 
said their wiretaps caught 
Blagojevich threatening to 
withhold money for children’s 
health care unless he got 
campaign donations from 
a hospital executive and 
offering to trade state aid to 
the Tribune Co. in exchange 
for the Chicago Tribune firing 
unfriendly editorial writers. 
Blagojevich complains that 
the impeachment trial rules 
are unfair, but he and his 
lawyers didn’t try to influence 
the rules as they were written 
or afterward. 

After weeks of near-silence, 
Blagojevich has begun an 
energetic public relations 
campaign, comparing himself 
to the hero of a Frank Capra 
movie and a cowboy being 
lynched for a crime he didn’t 
commit. He said that when 


he was arrested on federal 
corruption charges, he took 
solace from other leaders who 
have been jailed. 

“I thought about Mandela, Dr. 
King, Gandhi” and that helped 
him gain perspective, he said 
in an interview that aired 
Sunday on “Today.” 

The full interview will air 
Monday, the same day the 
impeachment trial starts and 
Blagojevich is scheduled to 
appear on “Good Morning, 
America,” “The View” and 
“Larry King Live.” 
Blagojevich left his home 
Sunday carrying a biography 
of Winston Churchill. 

Legal experts see little 
benefit to Blagojevich from 
boycotting the trial while 
refusing to resign. The 
decision means he’ll still be 
leaving office soon, but only 
after proceedings guaranteed 
to put him in a bad light. 
Illinois Sen. Dick Durbin 
said Sunday that Blagojevich 
should be defending himself 
at the trial because the extra 
media attention wouldn’t 
impress the state senators that 
would be judging him. 
“Barbara Walters is not on his 
jury,” Durbin said, referring to 
the veteran newswoman who 
co-hosts “The View.” 

Senators, and thus the 
public, will hear details of 
the criminal charges against 
Blagojevich. They’re likely to 
hear recordings that allegedly 
reveal the governor talking 
about signing legislation 
in exchange for campaign

contributions. And in 
addition to simply removing 
Blagojevich, the Senate could 
vote to bar him from ever 
again holding public office in 
Illinois. 

“This man mystifies me,” said 
Ann Lousin, a professor at 
Chicago’s John Marshall Law 
School. 

The governor’s decision to 
cling to office also surprises 
Dean Pagani, former chief 
of staff to Connecticut Gov. 
John Rowland, who resigned 
in 2004 rather than be 
impeached. 

The stain of being convicted 
and removed from office 
would be far greater for 
Blagojevich than the stain 
of resigning, Pagani said. 
A resignation would allow 
Blagojevich to claim he 
stepped aside for the good of 
the state, not because he was 
judged unfit to hold office. 
“It’s unfortunate for the state,” 
Pagani said. “Whether you 
like it or not, when a governor 
is in this kind of situation 
everything grinds to a halt. 
There’s only one issue the 
capitol building can deal with, 
and that’s impeachment.” 
Resignation might even help 
Blagojevich with jurors in any 
future criminal trial, said one 
expert. 

“If I were his lawyer, I 
would say, ‘Why don’t you 


make yourself a little less 
offensive to people? Why not 
make yourself a little more 
sympathetic?”’ said Leonard 
Cavise, a law professor at 
DePaul University. 

Yet Blagojevich says that’s 
not an option. 

“I’m not going to resign, 
of course not,” he told The 
Associated Press. “I’ve done 
absolutely nothing wrong.” 
Whatever the Senate decides, 
the criminal case against 
Blagojevich, 52, won’t be 
affected. 

With Blagojevich refusing 
to mount a defense, the 
impeachment trial could 


wrap up within days, ending 
a bizarre political and legal 
spectacle that began Dec. 9 
with Blagojevich’s arrest by 
FBI agents. 

His arrest was the final 
straw for lawmakers, who 
had spent six years butting 
heads with Blagojevich. The 
House quickly voted 114-1 
for impeaching the governor. 
That sent the case to the 
Senate, where it would take a 
two-thirds majority to convict 
Blagojevich and throw him 
out of office.

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Burden in Minn. Senate trial heavier on Coleman

ST. PAUL, Minnesota (AP) - 
It’s been two months since the 
U.S. Senate election that pitted 
Democrat A1 Franken, the 
former “Saturday Night Live” 
comedian, against incumbent 
Republican Norm Coleman, 
but it’s still impossible to say 
who actually won. 

Their contest enters a new 
phase Monday when a panel 
of three judges begins hearing 
Coleman’s lawsuit over a 
recount that left him out in 
the cold. Coleman argues 
that ballot irregularities and 
improperly rejected absentee 
vote are the reasons Franken 
holds a narrow lead. 

But legal experts say it is 


Coleman who faces the bigger 
challenge. 

That’s because Franken is 
sitting on a state-declared 225- 
vote lead, giving Coleman two 
hills to climb. 

First, his lawyers have 
to produce proof of 
the irregularities and 
inconsistencies that they are 
alleging riddled the vote tally 
with fatal flaws. 

Then, if they meet that burden 
of proof, Coleman must make 
up enough votes to overtake 
Franken. But even Coleman’s 
lawyers acknowledge that 
if the alleged mistakes are 
corrected Franken also would 
gain some votes. 

“It’s an uphill battle” for 
Coleman, said Ned Foley, 


an Ohio State University 
political scientist who’s been 
monitoring Minnesota’s 
recount. Franken, by 


contrast, mainly has to argue 
that decisions made so far - 
mostly by members of a state 
canvassing board that included 
two Supreme Court justices - 
were correct. 

Foley notes that while 
Coleman faces obstacles, he 
benefits from the fact that the 
trial is considered a “de novo” 
proceeding - Latin for “new 
trial” - meaning the judges can 
make decisions on the facts in 
the case without being bound 
by anything that’s happened 
in the last two months of 
recounts and legal wrangling 
over ballots. 

Coleman’s attorneys have 
stressed this fact. 

“You are the single set of eyes 
to give finality in Minnesota to 
the election dispute,” Coleman 
attorney Tony Trimble told the 
judges in a pretrial hearing last 
week. 

Recently, Franken’s lead 
attorney Marc Elias has 
repeatedly returned to arguing 
that Minnesota is in what 
he called a “constitutional 


crisis” because it currently 
only has one U.S. senator in 
Washington. In a separate 
legal proceeding scheduled 
for Feb. 5, Franken will ask 
the Minnesota Supreme Court 
to order Gov. Tim Pawlenty 
and Secretary of State 
Mark Ritchie to issue him a 
temporary election certificate 
- a step both have so far 
refused. 

Coleman acknowledges 
the desire of Minnesotans 
“to see this moved along as 
expeditiously as possible,” he 
said in an interview last week 
with The Associated Press. 
But he insists there is a greater 
value in making sure that the 
election was conducted fairly. 
No one on either side is willing 
to predict how long the trial 
might last. 

Whichever candidate loses 
the trial also has options that 
would drag out a resolution 
still more, including possible 
appeals to the Minnesota 
Supreme Court, federal courts 
or even the U.S. Senate.□

“I don’t like it,” said McCain, the Arizona 
senator and Obama’s Republican competitor 
in the 2008 presidential race. “I think it’s a 
bit disingenuous to announce strict rules and 
then nominate someone with a waiver from 
the rules that you just announced in one of 
the most important jobs in Washington.” 

But McCain, the top Republican on the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, added: “I 
have asked to see which areas that Mr. Lynn 
will be recused from. But I think we need to 
probably move forward with his - with his 
nomination.” 

The Pentagon announced Friday that Lynn 
will sell his stock in Raytheon. But he won’t 
be forced to step back from decisions related 
to his former employer. Instead, his dealings 
at the Defense Department will be subject 
to ethics reviews for one year, the Pentagon 
said. 

The administration wants to waive Obama’s 
ethics pledge for Lynn in two specific areas: 
a two-year prohibition on employees from 


participating in decisions related to their 
former employers, and a more specific 
section banning individuals from taking jobs 
in the agencies they recently lobbied. 

“The fact is that there are a lot of talented 
people who have been in the lobbying 
business that could serve the country well, 
and I guess every rule has a goal, and that’s 
to show the government’s going to be run 
differently,” said Republican Sen. Lindsey 
Graham of South Carolina, a committee 
member. 

“And Mr. Lynn has a resume that shows he 
could serve in a very important role now, 
so it’s just the reality of policies versus 
governance,” Graham said, adding that he 
applauds Obama “for trying to change the 
culture of government.” 

Lynn “is very good at what he would be 
assigned to do, so I’m willing to let it go if 
he’s willing to make the waiver,” Graham 
said.

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latest in series of Pa. 
fires claims 15 homes 


COATESVILLE, 
Pennsylvania (AP) - The latest 
in a string of suspicious fires 
in this Philadelphia suburb 
tore through a block of row 
houses, damaging 15 homes, 
leaving several dozen people 
homeless and prompting city 
officials to declare a state of 
emergency. 

At least 30 arsons have been 
reported since the beginning 
of 2008, about half of them 
in the last three weeks. Police 
said the blazes may be part 
of a gang initiation, but there 
was no clear information who 
was committing the crimes or 
why. 

The latest fire was reported 
late Saturday at the rear of one 
house and quickly spread to 
adjacent homes in the Chester 
County community. 

“This is an arson, no question 
about it,” City Manager Harry 
Walker said Sunday. 

The emergency declaration 
gives the city powers to deal 
with the situation without 
worrying about the budget, 
such as boarding up the 
buildings, assigning police 
to protect them and helping 


the families involved, Walker 
said. 

The fire came despite 
stepped-up police patrols and 
investigative help from county, 
state and federal agencies. 
Three people were arrested in 
December. 

“A lot of people are scared,” 
resident Marissa Martinez 
said as she watched smoke 
rise from the rubble. “I never 
thought things could come to 
this point.” 

Fifteen homes were damaged 
and some may have to be 
demolished, Walker said. 
Damage was estimated at $1.2 
million, bringing the total fire 
damage since last summer to 
$3 million. 

The southeastern Pennsylvania 
chapter of the American Red 
Cross was helping 14 families, 
a total of 50 people 32 adults 
and 18 children, spokeswoman 
Denise Venuti Free said in a 
statement Sunday. 

One of the homes 
destroyed belonged to City 
Councilwoman Robin Scott, 
who said she and her family 
got out safely after police 
officers knocked on doors to 


alert residents. 

Police Chief William 
Matthews said more than one 
person appears to be involved 
because of the number of fires 
and the fact that many have 
occurred within minutes of 
each other. 

Walker said authorities fear 
that the latest blazes were 
copycats, since they had 
already arrested three people 
in December believed to have 
been responsible for 15 fires. 
“The more we caught them, 
the more fires were set,” 
he said. Authorities urged 
residents to remove flammable 
materials from porches and to 
keep porch lights on at night 
or install lights that are turned 
on by motion detectors. 

“It costs 76 cents a week to 
keep your porch light on,” the 
police chief said Sunday. “That 
76 cents should be considered 
a down payment on the safety 
of your family and friends in 
the neighborhood.” 

One firefighter sustained an 
ankle injury, but no other 
injuries were reported. 
Coatesville is about 45 miles 
west of Philadelphia. □ 


Boy, 14, dupes police, 
patrols Chicago lor 5 hours

CHICAGO (AP) - A 14-year-old aspiring 
police officer donned a uniform, walked into 
a Chicago police station and managed to get 
an assignment - patroling in a squad car for 
five hours before he was detected, police said 
Sunday. 

The boy did not have a gun, never issued any 
tickets and didn’t drive the squad car, Deputy 
Superintendent Daniel Dugan said. 

Assistant Superintendent James Jackson said 
the ruse was discovered only after the boy’s 
patrol with an actual officer ended Saturday. 
Officers noticed his uniform lacked a star that 


is part of the regulation uniform. 

Police said they were investigating how the 
deception went undetected for so long in what 
they described as a serious security breach. 
Police didn’t identify the boy because of his 
age. He has been charged as a juvenile with 
impersonating an officer. 

Dugan said the boy looks older than 14 and 
was motivated by a desire to be an officer, not 
malice or “ill intent.” 

The boy once took part in a Chicago program for 
youth interested in policing, so he would have 
been familiar with some procedures, perhaps 
helping him blend in, police spokeswoman 
Monique Bond said.Q

The move reflected growing concerns by Israel 

that officers could be subject to international 

prosecution, despite the army’s claims that 

Hamas militants caused the civilian casualties 

by staging attacks from residential areas. 

“’’The state of Israel will fully back those who 
acted on its behalf,” Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert said. “The soldiers and commanders 
who were sent on missions in Gaza must know 
that they are safe from various tribunals.” 
Speaking at the weekly meeting of his Cabinet, 
Olmert said Israel’s justice minister would lead 
a team of senior officials to coordinate the legal 
defense of anyone involved in the offensive. 
Israel launched its 22-day offensive to try to 
halt Hamas rocket fire on southern Israel. The 
assault killed 1,285 Palestinians, more than 
half of them civilians, the Palestinian Center 
for Human Rights counted. Thirteen Israelis, 
including three civilians, were also killed 
during the fighting, Israel said. 

At talks Sunday in Cairo aimed at solidifying 
the truce, Hamas official Ayman Taha said the 
Islamic group offered a one-year truce to Israel, 
including the reopening of border crossings to 
allow vital supplies into Gaza. He said Israel 
offered an 18-month truce, which Hamas 
rejected. Israeli officials refused to comment. 
A low-level delegation from Hamas’ rival, 
Palestinian President Mahmoud Abbas’ West 
Bank-based government, was also in Cairo for 
talks, but was not expected to meet with the 
Hamas envoys. 

Israel and Hamas are bitter enemies and do not 
talk to each other, relying instead on Egyptian 
mediation. 

In addition to the civilian death toll, Israel has 
faced international criticism for its use of white 
phosphorous, and for shelling attacks that 
struck United Nations schools and installations 
that were serving as shelters. 

Israeli, Palestinian and international human 
rights groups have said they are seeking to 


build a case that Israel violated the laws of war. 
The groups are focusing on suspicions that 
Israel used disproportionate force and failed 
to protect civilians. They also have criticized 
Hamas for using civilians as human shields and 
firing rockets at civilian targets in Israel. 

Israeli officials have said they took great 
efforts to avoid civilian casualties, and accused 
Hamas of deliberately using mosques, schools 
and residential neighborhoods for cover. 
Olmert angrily accused the “international legal 
arena” of “moral acrobatics” by ignoring years 
of Palestinian rocket salvos aimed at Israeli 
civilians. 

“The state of Israel did everything in order to 
avoid hitting civilians. I do not know of any 
military that is more moral, fair and sensitive 
to civilians’ lives,” Olmert said. 

In another precaution, Israel’s military censor 
already has barred publication of the names 
or pictures of battlefield officers from the 
offensive. 

Israeli leaders have faced similar concerns in 
the past. In 2001, then-Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon was sued in Belgium over his alleged 
role in a 1982 massacre in Lebanon’s Sabra 
and Shatila refugee camps. He was never 
convicted. 

In 2005, a London court issued an arrest 
warrant for a retired Israeli general for his role 
in the bulldozing of houses in a Gaza refugee 
camp. The general ducked arrest by staying 
on his plane at London’s Heathrow airport 
and flying back to Israel. Another top official, 
Cabinet Minister Avi Dichter, turned down an 
invitation to Britain out of concern that he could 
be arrested for his role in the 2002 assassination 
of a senior Hamas militant in Gaza. 

The Israeli offensive ended with a temporary 
cease-fire last week, and international 
mediators are trying to work out a longer-term 
arrangement.

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Vietnam ferry accident kills 40, 
mars Tet new year 




HANOI, Vietnam (AP) - A 
small ferry overloaded with 
holiday shoppers sank in 
central Vietnam on Sunday, 
killing at least 40 people 
ahead of the traditional Lunar 
New Year. 

At least 36 passengers 
survived, a few by swimming 
to shore and others plucked by 
rescuers from the Gianh river 
in Quang Binh province, local 
police chief Phan Thanh Ha 
said. 

The boat’s owner and captain 
were detained for questioning, 
Ha said. An initial investigation 


showed the wooden boat was 
overloaded with nearly 80 
people, though it was designed 
to carry only 12. 

Searchers recovered 40 bodies, 
including 27 women - three of 
whom were pregnant - and 
seven children, he said. 

The people from Quang Hai 
village were crossing the river 
to buy things for the Lunar 
New Year festivities. Known 
as Tet in Vietnam, the new 
year is the country’s biggest 
holiday and begins Monday. 
“It’s a tragedy for the 
province,” said Phan Lam 


Phuong, the governor of 
Quang Binh, about 315 miles 
south of Hanoi. “It should 
have been time to celebrate 
Tet.” 

The provincial government 
has decided to cancel a 
planned Lunar New Year 
fireworks show, the governor 
said, adding authorities will 
give 10 million dong ($600) to 
the families of each victim. 
The boat was only 65 feet 
away from the river bank 
when it began to take on water, 
apparently from the weight of 
too many passengers, Ha said.

Indian police kill two suspected Pakistani militants 


NEW DELHI (AP) - Indian 
police fatally shot two 
suspected militants from 
Pakistan in a pre-dawn car 
chase near New Delhi, a 
government official said. 

The two men engaged in a 
gunbattle with the anti-terror 
squad Sunday in the suburb 
of Noida, which borders the 
Indian capital, said Amit 
Kumar, a constable attached 
to the local superintendent’s 
office. 

Two AK-47 assault rifles, 
several rounds of ammunition, 
five hand grenades and a 
Pakistani passport and identity 
cards were recovered from the 
two men, Kumar said. 

The two men died on their 
way to a hospital, he said. An 
Indian police officer was also 
injured in the incident. 

Before he died one of the men 
identified himself as Farooq 
and his companion as Abu 
Ismail and said they were both 
from Pakistan, Kumar said. 
The documents and identities 
of the two men were being 
verified by police, he added. 
Pakistan’s Foreign Ministry 
spokesman, Mohammed 
Sadiq, declined to comment. 


Kumar said police were 
searching vehicles as part of 
security procedures ahead 
of India’s Republic Day on 
Monday when the car in which 
the two men were traveling 
refused to stop. 

Police chased the car and the 
men opened fire, prompting 
the police to fire back, Kumar 


said. 

Kumar said the investigation 
was at a preliminary stage and 
no details had emerged to link 
the men to a specific terrorist 
group. 

Security is always heavy 
ahead of the national holiday, 
but this year it is exceptionally 
tight because of the November 


attacks in Mumbai that killed 
164 people. 

India says the banned Pakistani 
militant group Lashkar-e- 
Taiba was behind the Mumbai 
attacks. Pakistan has said it 
is investigating that claim, 
though it has accepted that the 
one gunman captured alive is 
a Pakistani.□

KINSHASA, Congo (AP) 
- Rwandan and Congolese 
troops pushed deeper into 
zones held by Rwandan Hutu 
militiamen Sunday in a joint 
military operation designed to 
crush armed groups that have 
destabilized central Africa, a 
military spokesman said. 

Nine Rwandan militiamen 
were killed and one Congo 
army soldier was wounded in 
attacks a day earlier on militia 
positions in five villages in 
Lubero district, said Congolese 
military spokesman Capt. 
Olivier Hamuli. 

U.N. peacekeeping spokesman 
Lt. Col. Jean-Paul Dietrich 
gave the same death toll, but 
said his information had also 
come from Congolese army 
sources and that the U.N. 
mission could not confirm it. 
The 17,000-strong 

peacekeeping force is not part 
of the operation, but U.N. 
troops plan to carry out patrols 
in zones dominated by the 
militias “to get an idea what is 
going on” there, Dietrich said. 
Rwanda and Congo have been 
enemies for years, but the two 
neighbors suddenly changed 
tactics and began cooperating 
last week in hopes of disarming 
groups each nation had backed 
as proxies. 

The east has been wracked by 
violence since Rwanda’s 1994 
genocide spilled war across 
the border. Hutu militias who 
participated in the massacres 


of more than 500,000 mostly 
ethnic Tutsi civilians sought 
refuge in Congo. 

Rwanda invaded twice in the 
1990s to eradicate the militias, 
though it was accused of 
plundering Congo’s vast 
mineral wealth instead. The 
militia’s presence in Congo 
also gave birth in 2004 to a 
Tutsi rebellion led by Laurent 
Nkunda, who was allied to 
Rwanda. 

But Rwandan troops turned 
on Nkunda and captured 
him Thursday as part of a 
breakthrough deal that saw at 
least 4,000 Rwandan soldiers 
enter Congo to hunt down the 
Hutu militias. The move is 
a risky gamble for Congo’s 
President Joseph Kabila 
because the Rwandans are 
deeply unpopular and some 
believe they may provoke 
more violence. 

The remarkable deal has 
allowed Congo to take 
back territories previously 
controlled by rebels 
something that would have 
been unthinkable just weeks 
ago. It also included a promise 
by the remnants of Nkunda’s 
rebels to operate under the 
command of the national army 
and join it later. 

So far, the rebels appear to be 
cooperating, and on Saturday, 
nearly 500 army troops and 
rebels could be seen moving 
together on the main road 
north of the provincial capital, 
Goma, toward Rutshuru, 
which had been held by 


Nkunda’s Tutsi forces. 

Hamuli claimed Nkunda’s 
fighters, numbering around 
5,000 to 6,000 men, had 
already integrated into the 
army and the rebel force no 
longer existed. Former rebel 
spokesman Col. Seraphin 
Mirindi, who has been close 
to Nkunda, said the rebels 
were participating in the joint 
operation and its six brigades 
were now under army 
command. 

Dietrich could not say whether 
the rebels were yet integrated, 
however. Peacekeepers saw 
several hundred rebels on the 
move with the joint Congo- 
Rwanda force, and he said it 
was possible some rebel units 
had already been integrated on 
an “ad-hoc basis.” 

Real integration “has to be 
done very carefully. It takes 
time,” Dietrich said, adding 
that discussions began last 
week on how to do it. 

Human rights groups have 
accused all armed factions in 
the east of forcibly recruiting 
children into their ranks to 
serve as porters, cooks, spies 
and fighters. 

U.N.’s Congo mission chief 
Alan Doss issued a statement 
calling saying the integration 
process “should not serve as a 
pretext to recruit or re-recruit 
children.” 

He said an estimated 3,000 
children were being held by 
various factions, and they “must 
be freed immediately. ”□ 


France, Spain still shaken by deadly storms

PARIS - French authorities deployed 10,000 

cleanup and recovery workers and Spain let 

evacuated villagers return home Sunday a day 

after deadly storms pounded southwest France 

and northeast Spain. 

Authorities in Spain reported at least 12 deaths 
linked to the storm, including four children 
crushed as a sports facility buckled in high 
winds in Barcelona. In France, at least eight 
people died — including two couples who died 
of carbon-monoxide poisoning from generators 
they had turned on as power outages swept the 
region, officials said. Chain saws buzzed and 
clearing crews fanned out on both sides of the 
French-Spanish border as workers cut through 
felled trees on homes, power lines, rail tracks 
and roadways and took away debris Sunday. 
“The issue today is to restore electricity as 
quickly as possible,” French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy told reporters at a crisis response 


center in Bordeaux, adding that 10,000 people 
including rescue teams, state officials, civil 
security workers and others had been deployed 
in France. 

ERDF, an Electricite de France subsidiary, said 
that it had managed to restore power to 900,000 
customers among 1.7 million who initially 
were hit with the blackout Saturday. Tens o 
f thousands of homes in Spain were without 
electricity. 

In France, rail operator SNCF said service was 
gradually returning in the region after 900 miles 
of rail had been affected by the storm. 

In Spain, the bullet-train link between Madrid 
and Barcelona was restored as debris was 
cleared off the track, but services into France 
won’t resume Sunday, state rail operator Renfe 
said. In Spain, aircraft battled forest fires near 
the eastern town of La Nucia that the town’s 
mayor said was caused when winds blew 
down a high-tension power pylon in a wooded 
areaQ 
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Iran tests air-to-air missile 


TEHRAN, Iran - Iran’s state television says the country has 
successfully test-fired a heat-seeking air-to-air missile. 

The Sunday report quotes air force chief Gen. Hasan Shahsafi as 
saying the missile has a range of 62 miles, or 100 kilometers. The 
report did not elaborate. 

Iran periodically announces missile tests to demonstrate the self- 
sufficiency of its defense industries. 

Iran launched an arms development program during its 1980-88 
war with Iraq to compensate for a U.S. weapons embargo. Since 
1992, Iran has produced its own tanks, armored personnel carriers, 
missiles and a fighter plane.Q 

Ex-Mexican.q drug czar jailed 
on corruption charges 

TUXTLA GUTIERREZ, Mexico - Prosecutors have arrested a 
former Mexican drug czar for alleged corruption. 

Chiapas state Attorney General Raciel Lopez says Mariano Herran 
was charged with embezzling funds while working as Chiapas 
economy secretary last year. 

He gave no further details on Sunday. 

Herran was Mexico’s drug czar from 1997 to 2000, replacing Gen. 
Jesus Gutierrez Rebollo, who was convicted of aiding a top drug 
lord. 

Herran served as Chiapas chief prosecutor from 2000 to 2006, then 
as economy secretary. 

His arrest follows the jailing of a dozen-high ranking officials with 
alleged ties to the Sinaloa cartel — Mexico’s biggest corruption 
scandal since Rebollo. □

Fifteen players die in Nigeria 
road accident 


JOS, Nigeria (AP) - A bus carrying a soccer team and a vehicle 
transporting cattle crashed into each other Sunday on a central 
Nigerian road, tumbling both vehicles into a ditch and killing 15 
sportsmen, police said. 

Plateau State police spokesman Saidu Ibrahim said 12 players and 
three coaches of Adamawa United died instantly in the afternoon 
crash on the road connecting the Nigerian capital of Abuja with a 
regional city, Jos. Witnesses said seven other people were taken to 
a hospital for treatment. 

Ibrahim said the accident occurred when one vehicle attempted to 
pass the other on the two-lane road, but it wasn’t clear which driver 
was at fault. 

Fatal traffic accidents are common in Nigeria, where decades-old 
roads are normally pitted with potholes and drivers frequently fail 
to observe traffic-safety regulations.Q

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Bolivia charter aims to empower Indian majority

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) - 
Bolivians voted Sunday on a 
draft constitution promising 
a new deal for the Andean 
nation’s long-suffering 

indigenous majority and 
granting leftist President Evo 
Morales a shot at remaining in 
office through 2014. 

The charter was expected to 
pass easily in a country where 
many can still recall when 
Indians were forbidden to 
vote. 

Sunday’s vote went peacefully, 
a relief for a divided nation 
where tensions over race and 
class have recently turned 
deadly. Opposition leaders 
worry the constitution’s 
indigenous focus could 
leave out Bolivia’s minority 
mestizo and white population, 
foreshadowing more political 
turmoil to come. 

Morales, Bolivia’s first Indian 
president, says the charter will 
“decolonize” South America’s 
poorest country by recovering 
indigenous values lost under 
centuries of oppression dating 
back to the Spanish conquest. 
Bolivia’s Aymara, Quechua, 
Guarani and dozens of other 
indigenous groups only won 
the right to vote in 1952, 
when a revolution broke up 
the large haciendas on which 
they had lived as peons for 
generations. 

Subsequent decades of 
dictatorships, corruption and 
racist neglect have left many 
Bolivians little better off than 


before. 

“The poorest people are the 
majority. The people with 
money are only a tiny few. 
That’s what you have to 
consider,” said voter Eloy 
Huanca outside a polling 
place in El Alto, a sprawling 
Aymara satellite city outside 
the capital La Paz. 

“They ran things before, and 
now it’s our turn.” 

The proposed document would 
create a new Congress with 
seats reserved for Bolivia’s 
smaller indigenous groups 
and eliminates any mention of 
The Roman Catholic Church, 
instead recognizing and 


honoring the Andean earth 
deity Pachamama. 

The charter’s critics say it does 
not reflect Bolivia’s growing 
urban population, which 
mixes both Indian blood and 
tradition with a new Western 
identity. 

“People will go to vote for the 
possibility of dreaming for a 
better country _ but a country 
for all of us,” said Ruben 
Costas, opposition governor 
of the eastern state of Santa 
Cruz. “We should all be part 
of this change.” 

The proposed charter calls for 
a general election in December 
in which Morales could run 


for a second, consecutive 
five-year term. The current 
constitution permits two 
terms, but not consecutively. 
At the heart of the proposed 
constitution is a provision 
granting autonomy for 36 
indigenous “nations” and 
several opposition-controlled 
eastern states. But both are 
given a vaguely defined 
“equal rank” that fails to 
resolve their rival claims over 
open land in Bolivia’s fertile 
eastern lowlands, whose 
large agribusiness interests 
and valuable gas reserves 
drive much of the country’s 
economy. 

With an eye to redistributing 
territory in the region, the 
constitution also would limit 
future land holdings to either 
12,000 or 24,000 acres, 
depending which voters 
choose. Current landholders 


are exempt from the cap - a 
nod to the east’s powerful 
cattle and soy industries, 
which fiercely oppose the 
proposal. 

Morales, an Aymara Indian, 
has allied himself closely with 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez in what they call “21 st 
century socialism.” 

Elected in 2005 on a promise 
to nationalize Bolivia’s natural 
gas industry, Morales has 
increased the state’s presence 
throughout the economy and 
expanded benefits for the 
poor. 

Sharing Chavez’s anti-U.S. 
sentiment, he has also booted 
Bolivia’s U.S. ambassador 
and Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents after 
claiming they had conspired 
against his government last 
year. Washington has denied 
the allegations. 

Morales’ reforms remain 
widely popular, winning 
him 67 percent support in an 
August recall election. But his 
biggest project nearly failed 
in 2006, when an assembly 
convened to rewrite the 
constitution broke apart along 
largely racial lines. 

The constitutional dispute has 
erupted in violence on several 
occasions. 

Three college students were 
killed in anti-government 
riots in 2007, and 13 mostly 
indigenous Morales supporters 
were killed in a remote jungle 
clash in September when 
rioters seized government 
buildings to prevent a draft 
constitution from going to a 
vote. 

In an October deal, Congress 
approved holding the 
referendum only after Morales 
agreed to seek one more term 
instead of two.Q

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Orthodox Church loaders to elect new patriarch

MOSCOW (AP) - Senior 
members of the Russian 
Orthodox Church selected 
three candidates Sunday 
to become the church’s 
new patriarch - including 
the favorite, Metropolitan 
Kirill of Smolensk and 
Kaliningrad, who is seen 
as likely to assert more 
independence from the 
Kremlin. 

Church leaders chose the 
three candidates in a secret 
ballot Sunday in Christ the 
Savior’s Cathedral. A final 
choice will be made by 
Thursday before a weekend 
enthronement. 

It will be the first election 
of a patriarch since the 
Soviet breakup and it 
comes as the church is 
enjoying unprecedented 
popularity and close ties to 
the Kremlin. 


The new patriarch will 
replace former Patriarch 
Alexy II, who died Dec. 5 
at the age of 79. He became 
patriarch in 1990, just before 
the demise of the officially 
atheist Soviet Union. 

Along with Kirill, the 
Bishop’s Council chose two 
lesser-known candidates _ 
Metropolitan Kliment of 
Kaluga and Borovsk and 
Metropolitan Filaret of 
Minsk and Slutsk. 

Kirill got 97 votes, Kliment 
32 and Filaret 16. 

Many observers consider 
Kirill, 62 - the Church’s 
highest-profile official _ 
likely to become the next 
patriarch. 

He opened the proceedings 
at the vast cathedral next 
to the Kremlin by calling 
the assembled bishops to 
prayer for the memory 
Alexy II. And he led the 
prayer service at Alexy 


II’s funeral last month 
in the same cathedral, a 
ceremony broadcast live on 
all the main state television 
networks. 

Alexander Ogorodnikov, a 
religion expert and editor 
of an Orthodox magazine, 
said Kirill had a “very good 
chance” of taking over. He 
said Kirill has the backing 
of the church’s intellectual 
elite, and is an active 
missionary. 

The church’s relations with 
the Kremlin are stronger 
than ever, as shown when 
President Dmitry Medvedev 
and Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin kissed Alexy II in his 
coffin during last month’s 
lying-in-state. 

Alexy II gave his blessing 
last year to Medvedev’s 
election as president, 
praising the social programs 
Medvedev had implemented 
as deputy prime minister.

But Kirill is unlikely to have 
a free run to the throne, the 
analyst said. He may face 
the strongest challenge from 
candidates who represent 
“not a crisis manager, but 
more of a father, a loving 
patriarch,” Ogorodnikov 


said. 

Neither Kliment nor Filaret 
is well-known among 
Russia’s 100 million-strong 
Orthodox Christians, but 
both are thought to enjoy 
strong support among 
bishops and priests.□

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SAG Awards shape up as crystal ball for Oscars

LOS ANGELES-Academy 
Awards nominations have 
lined up to make Sunday’s 
Screen Actors Guild honors 
a real prelude to the Oscars. 
Just three days before the 
SAG Awards, the Oscar 
acting categories came out 
virtually in sync with the 
guild picks, with 18 out of 
20 performers competing 
for the same prizes at both 


shows. 

The lead-acting categories 
are almost identical for the 
two ceremonies, with the 
same people in the running. 
The only difference: Kate 
Winslet is nominated as 
best actress by SAG for 
“Revolutionary Road,” 
while Oscar voters picked 
her in that category for her 
other 2008 drama, “The 
Reader.” 

Among other lead-acting 


nominees for SAG and the 
Oscars: Meryl Streep for 
“Doubt”; Anne Hathaway 
for “Rachel Getting 
Married”; Sean Penn for 
“Milk”; Mickey Rourke 
for “The Wrestler”; and a 
Hollywood power couple, 
Brad Pitt for “The Curious 
Case of Benjamin Button” 
and Angelina Jolie for 
“Changeling.” 

The two supporting 
categories each have only 
one difference between the 
two shows. For supporting 
actress at SAG, Winslet 
was nominated for “The 
Reader,” but her slot at 
the Oscars was taken by 
Marisa Tomei for “The 
Wrestler.” Dev Patel of 
“Slumdog Millionaire” had 
a SAG supporting-actor 
nomination, but he missed 
out at the Oscars, Michael 
Shannon of “Revolutionary 
Road” grabbing a spot 


instead. 

The late Heath Ledger 
loomed large at last year’s 
ceremony, his death coming 
just five days before the 
SAG Awards. Actors 
spoke reverently of him, 
and Daniel Day-Lewis 
dedicated his best-actor win 
for “There Will Be Blood” 
to Ledger. 

This time, Ledger is viewed 
as a near lock to win the 
supporting-actor honor for 
his ferocious reinvention of 
Batman villain the Joker in 
“The Dark Knight.” 

Other SAG supporting-actor 
contenders include Philip 
Seymour Hoffman, Amy 
Adams and Viola Davis for 
“Doubt”; Robert Downey 
Jr. for “Tropic Thunder”; 
Penelope Cruz for “Vicky 
Cristina Barcelona”; and 
Josh Brolin for “Milk.” 
Nominated for overall cast 
performance are four of 


the five best-picture Oscar 
contenders: “The Curious 
Case of Benjamin Button,” 
“Frost/Nixon,” “Milk” and 
“Slumdog Millionaire.” The 
fifth SAG cast nomination 
went to “Doubt,” while 
“The Reader” has the fifth 
Oscar best-picture spot. 
While individual categories 
at SAG are a solid forecast 
for who might win at the 
Academy Awards, the 
overall-cast category has a 
spotty record at predicting 
the Oscars. 

“No Country for Old Men” 
won at both SAG and 
the Oscars last year. But 
winners in those categories 
have lined up at both shows 
just six out of 13 years since 
SAG added the cast honor. 
Airing live on TNT and 
TBS, the 15th annual SAG 
Awards will include a 
lifetime-achievement honor 
for James Earl Jones. □

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State lawmakers bet gambling can help with budgets

ATLANTA-A tell-tale sign 
America’s chips are down: 
States are increasingly 
turning to gambling to plug 
budget holes. 

Proposals to allow or 
expand slots or casinos are 
percolating in at least 14 
states, tempting legislators 
and governors at a time 
when many must decide 
between cutting services 
and raising taxes. 

Gambling has hard-core 
detractors in every state, but 
when the budget-balancing 
alternatives lawmakers must 
consider include reducing 
education funding or lifting 
sales taxes, resistance is 
easier to overcome, political 
analysts said. 

“Who wouldn’tbe interested 
if you’re a politician who 
needs to fund programs?” 
saidBo Bernhard, director of 
research at the International 
Gaming Institute at the 
University of Nevada, Las 
Vegas — a government- 
funded program. 

While gambling has notbeen 
immune from the recession, 
it has held up relatively 
well compared with states’ 
other revenue streams, such 
as income and sales taxes. 
This helps explain why past 
industry growth spurts have 
been preceded by economic 


downturns, experts said. 

For example, Rhode Island 
opened the country’s 
first racetrack casino in 
1992, and four states soon 
followed. More recently, 
states faced with sagging 
revenues during the 2001 
recession joined multistate 
lotteries such as Powerball 
and gave more leeway to 
Native American tribes 
seeking to expand their 
casinos. 

Analysts say the latest round 
of gambling initiatives are 
noteworthy in volume and 
ambition — a sign that the 
industry aims to capitalize 
on states’ badly bruised 
economies. 

“From the gambling 
industry’s point of view, this 
is their big chance,” said 
Earl Grinols, an economics 
professor at Baylor 
University who specializes 
in gambling. 

Ohio’s casino advocates, 
including lobbyists working 
for Penn National Gambling 
Inc., are pushing a variety 
of large-scale development 
projects. In Georgia, a 
developer working with 
Dover Downs Inc., wants to 
transform a blighted section 
of downtown Atlanta with a 
29-story hotel that would 
attract tourists with more 
than 5,500 video lottery 
terminals. 


The developer pitching 
the $450 million Atlanta 
project, Dan O’Leary, 
estimates $300 million a 
year in revenues would 
be funneled to the state, 
helping to pay for a popular 
lottery-funded scholarship 
that provides in-state 
college tuition for students 
with “B” averages. 

Even Hawaii, which along 
with Utah is one of two 
states without a lottery or 
other form of legalized 
gambling, may consider a 
change. Aides to Gov. Linda 
Lingle, long an opponent of 
gambling, say she is open 
to discussing it as a way to 
close the state’s growing 
budget gap. 

Gambling proponents are 
quick to tout its bells and 
whistles: a $54 billion 
annualindustrythatemploys 
more than 350,000 people, 
with most state gambling 
revenues coming from 
lotteries, racetracks and 
betting devices such as slot 
and video poker machines. 
Twelve states reap tax 
money from full-fledged 
casinos, and 23 others 
have casinos on Native 
American reservations, 
which generally do not pay 
taxes to states. 

But while advocates 
argue that casinos will 
help attract jobs and 
revitalize downtrodden 
areas, religious groups and 
other critics fear gambling 
has a disproportionately 
negative impact on lower- 
income people, and does 
not provide long-term 
economic growth. 

They point to research that 
shows casinos attract crime, 
foster gambling addiction 
problems and divert money 
from other businesses. 
“We’ve got gambling in 
48 states, and you’d think 


if it worked, you wouldn’t 
have budget problems or 
education problems,” said 
Tom Gray, a field director for 
StopPredatoryGambling. 
org. 

Many of the gambling 
proposals seek to expand 
footholds in states that 
already allow limited 
gambling. 

Kentucky’s House speaker 
had proposed allowing 
video gambling terminals 
at the state’s racetracks, 
and legislators in New 
Hampshire, New York and 
Texas are seeing proposals 
this year to allow similar 
gambling terminals at their 
tracks. Casino advocates 
plan to push for casino- 
style gambling in hurricane- 
ravaged Galveston, Texas, 
as well. 

Lawmakers in other states 
are talking about reversing 
hard-fought crusades to 
tighten restrictions on 
gambling. 

Nine years after South 
Carolina lawmakers 

outlawed video poker, state 
Sen. Robert Ford is fighting 
to make it legal again. 
Since July, lawmakers have 
cut roughly $1 billion from 
the state’s budget to address 
revenue shortfalls. 
“Gambling ain’t no blight 
on society,” Ford said. 

In Ohio, where voters 
repeatedly have rejected 


ballot proposals to expand 
gambling, Gov. Ted 
Strickland said he is willing 
to listen to proposals to help 
close a $7 billion shortfall in 
the next two-year budget. 
While analysts have long 
considered gambling to 
be almost recession-proof, 
the economic downturn 
has seen layoffs, declining 
revenues and falling stock 
prices hit casinos. 

State-run lotteries are 
faring better, though: More 
than half of the states with 
lotteries have reported 
rising sales over the past six 
month s . 

Amid the rush to embrace 
gambling because of short¬ 
term budget problems, 
some experts say a long¬ 
term perspective is needed. 
After gambling is approved 
and revenues are allocated, 
it’s not something 
lawmakers are likely to 
reconsider down the road 
— no matter how much 
economic conditions may 
improve. 

“Once you have legalized a 
form of gambling, the moral 
argument draws away and 
gambling is looked at as a 
cost-benefit analysis,” said 
I. Nelson Rose, a gambling 
law professor at Whittier 
Law School in Orange 
County, Calif. “So many 
states have opened those 
doors now. ”□

Donohue and Porsche stop Ganassi streak

DAYTONA BEACH, Florida (AP) - David 
Donohue won the Rolex 24 on Sunday to end 
Chip Ganassi Racing’s Daytona winning streak 
at three races and match his late father’s victory 
here 40 years ago. 

Donohue held on for the victory after passing 
Colombian Juan Pablo Montoya for the lead 
just 41 minutes from the finish, then held the 
former IndyCar and Formula One driver for the 
rest of the race. 

Donohue, who started from the pole in the 
Brumos Porsche Riley on Saturday afternoon, 
combined with former Indianapolis 500 winner 
Buddy Rice, Antonio Garcia and Darren Law 
to win the closest race in the 47-year history 


of 24-hour classic at Daytona International 
Speedway. 

Four of the sleek prototypes finished on the lead 
lap _ the most ever _ and the quartet spent most 
of the last two hours nearly nose-to-tail on the 
3.6-mile road course. 

Donohue’s victory came on the 40th anniversary 
of a win by his late father at Daytona. 

“We ran hard the whole time” said Donohue, 
son of Indy 500 winner Mark Donohue, who 
died in 1975 after a crash during a Formula One 
test. 

The son was just 8 years old at the time. 

“It’s a good story line but, to be perfectly honest, 
he’s been gone for quite some time and our guys 
have done the hard work and putting in the effort 
to win this race,” Donohue added. □ 
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Mosley climbs back on top with win over Margarito

LOS ANGELES (AP) - At 
age 37, Shane Mosley’s better 
days appeared to be behind 
him following a narrow loss 
to Miguel Cotto in November 
2007 and an unimpressive 
victory over Ricardo Mayorga 
four months ago. 

That all changed with his 
domination of Antonio 
Margarito. 

“Well, I did it again, right here 
at the Staples Center _ the 
king of Cali,” a giddy Mosley 
said after taking Margarito’s 
WBA welterweight title via 
a technical knockout at 43 
seconds of the ninth round 
Saturday. 

“Everything that we worked 
on came to pass,” Mosley said. 
“I wasn’t really expecting a 
knockout. It happened.” 

Did it ever. And in most 
convincing fashion. 

The bout was Mosley’s 
second at Staples Center. He 
won a 12-round split decision 
over Oscar De La Hoya on 
June 17, 2000, in the first 
boxing match held at the 
downtown Los Angeles arena 
to win a version of the world 
welterweight title for the first 
of three times. He’s also been 
a champion in the lightweight 
and junior middleweight 
divisions. 

All things considered, this 
triumph might have been 
more impressive. 

“It was an amazing 
performance by Shane,” said 
Richard Schaefer, the CEO 
of Golden Boy Promotions, 
which promoted the bout 
along with Top Rank. “A lot 
of people counted him out. He 
turned back the clock.” 
Margarito was coming off an 
impressive victory over the 
previously unbeaten Cotto six 
months ago to win the WBA 
welterweight crown and leave 
the 30-year-old slugger being 
touted as one of the world’s 
top fighters. 

But Mosley dominated the 
man known as the “Tijuana 
Tornado” from start to finish, 
handing him the first knockout 
of his career. 

“I think my speed was too 
much for him,” Mosley said. “I 
was fast, I have a lot of power 
in my punches. He’s very 
strong and powerful, he comes

at you. I’m also powerful. 
People underestimate my 
strength. (Ricardo) Mayorga, 
(Fernando) Vargas, these guys 
are big. I’m able to knock 
them out. Margarito didn’t 
feel nearly as big.” 

Mosley said he’d love another 
shot at Cotto, but would 
take on all-comers. He also 
mentioned the possibility 
of meeting the winner of 
the Manny Pacquaio-Ricky 
Hatton fight, scheduled for 
May 2 in Las Vegas. 

A rematch with Margarito 
would also seem to be a 
possibility. 

“Right now, I’m the man to 


beat,” Mosley said. 

Mosley brought in Nazim 
Richardson to train him for 
this fight, replacing his father, 
Jack. That move couldn’t have 
worked out any better. 

“I said before the fight I knew 
(Margarito) was something 
special, so we put a special 
gameplanin,”Richardsonsaid. 
“Shane Mosley’s an excellent 
athlete. Shane Mosley’s an 
excellent student.” 

Margarito didn’t win a 
single round on one judge’s 
scorecard, one on another and 
two on the third before the 
ninth. The Associated Press 
had Mosley winning every

round but one. 

“I feel OK. I was just getting 
caught over and over,” said 
Margarito, who was taken to 
a hospital for precautionary 
reasons. 

Margarito started slowly 
against Cotto last July, but 
came on to dominate his 
opponent before stopping him 
in the 11th round. He got off to 
another slow start, but Mosley 
made sure he wouldn’t get 
untracked. 

Margarito fans at ringside, 
perhaps understanding their 
fighter was in trouble, began 


a pleading “Margarito, 
Margarito” chant as the eighth 
round began, and the Mexican 
boxer’s comer came to life 
when he landed his most 
solid blows of the fight to that 
point. 

But Mosley staggered the 
champion late in the round, 
and floored him with a barrage 
of punches as the round ended. 
Margarito wobbled to his feet 
to beat the count to 10, but 
looked like a beaten man as 
he sat in his comer. 

Mosley continued to force 
the action in the ninth, and 
finally Margarito’s comer 
threw in the towel when the 
fighter was unable to defend 
himself. Mosley landed 18 
power punches and 21 overall 
to none for Margarito in the 
final round. 

Mosley, who weighed the 
maximum, raised his record 
to 46-5 with 39 knockouts. 
Margarito dropped to 37-6 
with 27 knockouts. Mosley 
landed 178 punches to 108 
for Margarito and 118 power 
punches to Margarito’s 78. 
Both fighters earned around 
$2.4 million. The bout was 
held before an announced 
crowd of 20,820 _ largest 
to attend a sporting event at 
Staples Center since it opened 
in October 1999. 

“It was a great night for me,” 
Mosley said. “Hopefully, there 
are many, many more.’Q

Federer, Safina survive; iankavic aut in 4th round

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 
-For two sets it looked like 
Roger Federer’s run at a record 
14th Grand Slam title was going 
to be derailed by Tomas Berdych 
at the Australian Open. 

Then the 6-foot-5 Czech had a 
meltdown and Federer swooped, 
recovering for a 4-6, 6-7 (4), 6- 
4, 6-4, 6-2 win Sunday - only 
his fourth career comeback 
from two sets down - to reach 
the quarterfinals. 

“You’ve got to hang in there, 


there’s no other solution,” 
Federer said. “He was hitting 
the ball so heavy and so hard. 
He pushed me to the limit.” 
Novak Djokovic wasn’t pushed 
until he took a 5-0 lead, then 
had to work all the way for a 6- 
1, 7-6 (1), 6-7 (5), 6-2 victory 
over 2006 runner-up Marcos 
Baghdatis of Cyprus. 

The atmosphere was more like 
a football match, with large 
contingents from Melbourne’s 
Greek and Serbian communities 
loudly cheering between points 
in the match that finished at 


2:26 a.m. 

“It’s never easy to play the 
second week of a Grand Slam, 
especially against a great player 
like Marcos,” Djokovic said. “It 
wasn’t easy, we had to wait (to 
start) for a couple of hours. But 
I’m happy I got through in four 
sets.” 

Baghdatis holds the record for 
the latest finishing match at 
the Australian Open, his five- 
set, third-round loss to Lleyton 
Hewitt last year finishing at 
4:34 a.m. 

“My objective was to make it to 
the second week - I made it by 
about three hours,” Baghdatis 
said. 

Djokovic’s fellow Serb, 
women’s No. 1-ranked Jelena 
Jankovic, lost in the fourth 
round, going down in straight 
sets to 2007 Wimbledon finalist 
Marion Bartoli in the day’s first 
match on Rod Laver Arena. 
And No. 3 Dinara Safina had 
a narrow escape, saving match 
points before fending off 
another French player, Alize 
Comet, in three. 

A major upset result loomed 
in the late afternoon when 
20th-seeded Berdych was 
on top for the first two sets, 


working Federer around with 
powerful forehands to keep the 
Swiss star on the defensive. 
He made almost half of his 58 
winners in the first two sets and 
consistently targeted Federer’s 
backhand with his powerful, 
kicking serve. 

But Federer started finding 
his range. He got the deciding 
break in the third set when 
Berdych, visibly tightening, 
dropped a 40-0 lead and made 
unforced errors on three open 
court volleys. 

“I remember I was against the 
wind and to get the break then 
was crucial,” Federer said. 
“Anyway, I came back and 
I guess that really gave me 
momentum.” 

In the fourth set, Berdych 
recovered from double break 
point to deuce, and Federer got 
another break point on a close 
line call. Berdych wanted to 
challenge, but no replay was 
available due to a technical 
glitch, so the call stood. 
Berdych argued with the chair 
umpire to no avail with the 
crowd breaking out in jeers, 
then netted a forehand to fall 
behind for the only break of the 
set. Federer led 4-0 in the fifth 


but, serving at 5-2, nervously 
squandered double match point 
then double-faulted to give 
Berdych a break chance. 

He forced deuce, fired back-to- 
back aces - the last was No. 20 
for the match - then leapt in the 
air with a big “Yes!” 

“I enjoy those kind of fights. It 
doesn’t happen all the time,” 
said Federer. “I hope it’s a good 
omen.” 

Federer has won 13 Grand Slam 
singles titles, one short of Pete 
Sampras’ all-time record of 14. 
He next plays No. 8 Juan 
Martin del Potro of Argentina, 
who advanced 5-7, 6-4, 6-4, 

6- 2 over No. 19 Marin Cilic of 
Croatia. 

The last time Federer rallied 
from 0-2 to win in five was 
against Rafael Nadal at Miami 
in 2005. 

Federer, who held the No. 1 
ranking for 237 consecutive 
weeks until losing it to Nadal 
last August, rarely has needed 
to come back from two sets. 
He’s done it twice in majors, 
against Armenia’s Sargis 
Sargsian in the second round 
at the 2001 French Open and 
Dutchman Peter Wessels at the 
2000 U.S. Open. 

Federer beat Berdych in the 
corresponding round here last 
year - after he’d been pushed 
to 10-8 in the fifth set against 
Serbia’s Janko Tipsarevic. 
He lost to Djokovic in the 
semifinals. 

Djokovic meets No. 7 Andy 
Roddick in the quarters after 
the American ousted No. 21 
Tommy Robredo 7-5, 6-1, 6-3. 
Safina, who was down 5-3 and 
40-15 with Comet serving for 
the match, rallied to win 6-2, 
2-6, 7-5 to reach the Australian 
Open quarterfinals for the first 
time. 

“I am so lucky that I’m in the 
quarterfinals, she was one 
point away,” said Safina, who 
had eight double faults and 52 
unforced errors. 

She’ll next play 187th- 
ranked Jelena Dokic, a 2000 
Wimbledon semifinalist with 
a career-high No. 4 ranking 
who is in her first Grand Slam 
event in three years.

He stopped grinning only 
briefly, while he was bending 
over his final putt. 

Merrick’s second-place finish 
was the highest for the 26- 
year-old former UCLA star, 
who is beginning his third full 
season on the tour. 

Perez, who led the first three 
days of the 90-hole event 
before falling three shots off 
Strieker’s pace, had said the 
ideal conditions made the 
early rounds “like playing in 
a dome.” 

That changed for the closing 
round over the Palmer Course 
at PGA West. 

Club selection, figuring 
distance and direction, all 
became a challenge. The wind 
would quiet one moment, 
then gust and swirl the next. 
Flagsticks on the greens 
rocked back and forth with 
the flags flapping, go still, 
then just as suddenly begin 
shuddering again. 

Strieker, at No. 16 the highest 
ranked player in the field, had 
his hopes of winning a fifth 
tour title blown away in the 
wind. 

After hitting into the water 
and taking a triple bogey to 


lose the lead on the seventh 
hole, he found water again on 
No. 10, but only after hitting 
out of bounds. His quadruple 
bogey there dropped him back 
into the pack. 

Strieker, who had the PGA 
Tour-record stretch of 61-62 
the previous two days, birdied 
No. 6 to go to 34 under and 
open a three-stroke lead over 
Perez. 

Strieker’s troubles then began 
when his tee shot on the par- 
4, 434-yard seventh sailed to 
the right and plopped into the 
lake along the fairway. His 
fourth shot on the hole carried 
far over the green and into the 
rough, he left his next shot 
32 feet from the pin, lagged 
within a foot and tapped it in 
for a 7. 

Then came the disaster on the 
par-4, 43 3-yard 10th hole, 
when he hit one tee shot out 
of bounds and another into the 
water before teeing off for the 
third time - already his fifth 
shot. That went into a fairway 
bunker. It could have been 
worse; Strieker two-putted 
from 60 feet to salvage an 8. 
Joe Durant’s tour record for 
90 holes, 36-under 324 in the 
2001 Hope, seemed in peril 
as records fell in the early

rounds. Then the wind, often 
a factor in the Hope over the 
years, finally kicked up on the 
final day.

Strieker was 33 under after 
four rounds, bettering the 
tour’s 72-hole record of 31 
under set by Ernie Els in his 
victory at the 2003 Mercedes 
Classic. Strieker’s 61-62 was 
a low for consecutive rounds; 
Mark Calcavecchia set the 
record by shooting 60-64 in 
the 2001 Phoenix Open, and 
Perez tied it with his 61-63 
start in the Hope.Q

Segun sondeos a boca de urna de canales de television privados 


Bolivianos aprobaron Constitucion socialista 


LA PAZ (Reuters) - Los 
bolivianos aprobaron el 
domingo en un referendo una 
nueva Constitucion impulsada 
por el presidente Evo Morales 
que abre las puertas del poder 
a la mayoria indigena y da al 
Estado el control total sobre la 
economia, segun proyecciones 
no oficiales. 

Dos sondeos a boca de urna de 
canales de television privados 
dieron al “Si” a la nueva carta 
magna entre un 60 y un 61 por 
ciento de los sufragios, en tanto 
que un conteo rapido de otra 
cadena mostro una victoria de 
la propuesta del Gobierno con 
casi un 55 por ciento. 

Esta es la segunda reforma 
constitucional de corte 
socialista en ver la luz en 
America Latina en los ultimos 
cuatro meses tras la nueva 
carta magna en Ecuador, 
profiindizando el giro de la 
region hacia la izquierda. 
Analistas esperaban la 
victoria de Morales debido 
a su popularidad entre los 
aborigenes de las tierras altas 
del occidente, que aunque 
representan dos tercios de la 
poblacion boliviana de 10 
millones de habitantes, han 
sido relegados durante decadas 
de la vida politica. 
“Felizmente en Bolivia 
ya son los pueblos que 


deciden, aprueban o rechazan 
propuestas y normas, y eso se 
va a profimdizar en el futuro”, 
dijo Morales tras votar en la 
Villa 14 de septiembre, en la 
region central del Chapare, 
desde donde comenzo su 
carrera sindical como lider 
cocalero. 

Lanuevacartamagnaboliviana 
es fuertemente resistida por los 
departamentos de la llanura 
oriental del pais, dominados 
por descendientes de europeos 
y desde donde la oposicion 
derechista intento evitar el 
ano pasado la convocatoria 
al referendo con una ola de 
protestas que dejaron varios 
muertos. 

La nueva Constitucion 
boliviana, que permite a 
Morales presentarse por 
unica vez a su reeleccion en 
unos comicios adelantados 
que podrian ser convocados 
en diciembre, establece que 
las 36 etnias indigenas que 
conforman Bolivia deben estar 
representadas en los poderes 
Legislativo y Judicial. 

Ademas profundiza una 
reforma agraria al prohibir 
los latifundios y establece 
que el Estado ejercera la 
planificacion de la economia 
y la administracion de los 
recursos naturales y podra 
intervenir en toda la cadena 


productiva. 

RESISTENCIA OPOSITORA 
La oposicion, dispersa 
entre partidos de centro y 
centroderecha, asegura que la 
nueva carta magna crearia un 
Estado totalitario y ahuyentaria 
las inversiones que el pais mas 
pobre de Sudamerica necesita 
con urgencia. 

Ademas acusa a Morales, un 
indigena aymara de 49 anos, 
de querer instaurar un regimen 
centralista animado por su 
mayor aliado, el presidente 
venezolano Hugo Chavez. 

“Se que hay cosas buenas en 
la nueva Constitucion. Pero, 
yo voto ‘No’ para no darle un 
poder ilimitado a la que dice 
ser la mayoria”, dijo Gigi 
Pinar, un ama de casa de 43 
anos en una escuela de un 
barrio residencial de La Paz. 
Aunque dirigentes opositores 
sugirieron que podria 
haber fraude, observadores 
extranjeros afirmaron en un 
comunicado a media manana 
que hasta ese momento 
no habian encontrado 
irregularidades en el proceso 
electoral. 

Segun las proyecciones de 
las cadenas de television, los 
bolivianos tambien decidieron 
en el referendo limitar a 5.000 
hectareas la superficie maxima 
de las propiedades agricolas. 


“Esa (por la nueva 
Constitucion) es la unica forma 
de que cambie nuestro pais, 
empezando porque se respete a 
la mayoria, y asi tendremos un 
pais con mas justicia”, afirmo 
Panfilo Choque, un artesano 


de 37 anos, en un colegio en 
uno de los barrios de clase 
baja en La Paz. 

Se espera que se den a conocer 
los primeros datos oficiales 
del escrutinio en las proximas 
horas.Q
